The  Antrim  schools  opened  in  September  with  the 
following  enrolments:  Grades  one  and  two,  22;  grades 
three  and  four,  34;  grades  five  and  six,  20;  grades  seven 
and  eight,  24;  North  Branch,  10;  Center,  15;  high  school, 
66;  making  a  total  of  191. 

The  teachers  are  working  hard,  and  keep  busy  with 
the  usual  duties  of  the  various  grades  and  departments. 
They  take  a  personal  interest  in  their  pupils.  The  su- 
perintendent keeps  in  contact  with  the  schools  by  his 
frequent  visits  and  attendance  at  board  meetings.  The 
School  Board  are  doing  their  best  to  provide  educational 
advantages  within  the  limits  set  by  the  state  and  th« 
school  district.

All  pupils  are  vaccinated  and  most  all  have  been  im- 
munized to  diphtheria. 

Reference  Vision — Most  all  the  children  who  need 
glasses  have  them.  There  are  6  who  need  them  badly 
and  the  parents  of  these  should  be  able  to  get  them.  Many 
who  are  reported  above  have  glasses  but  have  errors  of 
refraction  that  cannot  be  corrected. 

Many  of  the  children  are  anemic  due  to  various 
causes,  i.e.:  carious  teeth,  diseased  tonsils  and  adenoids 
and  many  should  be  classed  as  nutritional  anemia.  There 
are  2  cases  of  organic  heart  disease  and  both  have  had 
medical  attention.       The  other  is  functional. 

Of  the  112  cases  of  defective  teeth  several  have  only 
1  or  2  cavities  and  could  be  omitted  from  the  statistics. 


There  are  85  with  some  degree  of  caries  of  the  permanent 
teeth  and  27  the  temporary. 

Posture — Only  those  classed  as  poor  are  reported. 
The  rest  of  the  pupils  are  fair  and  a  very  few  are  normal. 

Tonsils  and  adenoids  of  the  34  reported — 8  are  in  bad 
condition  and  appointments  for  operation  have  been 
made  for  some  of  them.  I  think  most  of  these  8  will  be 
operated  this  summer.  The  balance,  26,  are  cases  in 
which  operation  is  optional.  Many  of  these  would  be 
benefited  however. 

Defective  breathing — Only  2  or  3  have  much  diffi- 
culty in  breathing  and  2  have  been  under  treatment  by  a 
specialist.  The  glands  go  along  with  nutritional  anemia, 
poor  teeth  and  tonsils  and  none  of  these  are  serious.  17 
had  wax  in  their  ears.       One  was  treated  during  the  year. 

Dr.  Robert  Kerr  had  a  clinic  June  3rd,  1938,  and  20 
underweights  were  examined  and  a  patch  test  done  on 
most  of  them.  He  comes  once  a  year  to  examine  the 
underweights.  There  were  2  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
during  the  school  year  and  the  North  Branch  school  was 
closed  for  about  2  weeks.  There  were  also  several  cases 
of  measles. 

On  the  whole  the  school  year  has  been  comparatively 
healthy  in  regard  to  children's  diseases.
